Terms Are Not Given Out But Enough Is Known to.Warrant 


the Assertion That Sagasta’s Cabinet Has Withdrawn 
All Opposition and Has Accepted Fully the 
Proposition Made by United States. 


Washington, August 10.—The preliminary 
negotiations looking toward the confirma- 
tion of peace advanced a long step today 
when the secretary of state and the French 
ambassdor agreed upon the terms upon 
which future negotiations, for a treaty 
are to be condtsted, and reduced these 
to a form of a protocol. This protocol, it 
is true, is yet to be submitted to the Span- 
ish government before the formal signa- 
tures are affixed, but the administration's 
yiew as of the progress mdde today was 
set out in Secretary Day’s sentence; 

“It is expected that this protocol will be 


executed.”’ 


There is alwayg the possibility in 
dealing with the Spanish government 
that it may recede at the last moment 
from an implied agreement, but it is 
scarcely probable that it would be will- 
ing to involve the French ambassador 
in the difficulties that would follow 
what to the world would seam to be a re- 
pudiation of his benevolent efforts in 
behalf of Spain. 


There must be a delay, from 


possibly 
before 
the next step can be taken and the proto- 
¢ol made binding upon both the United 
States and Spain by the attachment of 
the signatures of the plenipotentiaries— 
Secretary Day for the United States and 
M. Cambon for Spain. The delay will be 
largely attributable to physical causes, 

The protocol is Jong. It must be 
translated and turned back and forth 
into code and simple language no less 
than five times before it reaches Mad- 
rid through the French foreign office. 

This work was not begun until late this 
afternoon after it had consumed the best 
energies of Assistant Secretary Adee, of 
the state department, and M. Thiebaut, 
secretary of the French embassy, in the 
preparation in formal shape of two copies 
of the protocol, one in English and one 
in French. These were prepared care- 
fully, the idiomatic variance in the two 
languages necessitating the greatest cau- 
tion in order that the identical character 
of the two copies should be preserved. The 
length of the protocol imposed a great 
amount of labor in rendering the original 
into cipher, so that altogether it is appar- 
ent the consumption of time involved in 
purely mechanical functions will be con- 
siderable as to make the rendition of a 
very early answer improbable. 

Spain Accepts All Points. 

As to the character of the protocol, it 
can be stated on authority that the terms 
are in all practical points those set in the 
abstract of the president’s conditions pub- 
lished from the white house a week ago. 
From this fact it is deduced that the ex- 
tra conditions or qualifications sought to 
be imposed by the Spanish government 
Were abandoned, at least in large part, by 
the French ambassador. This deduction 
is supported by the circumstances that 
in the early morning and before the con- 
ference between Secretary Day and ™. 
Cambon, which resulted in the agreement, 
there was a prevalent impression, based 
Upon the utterances of public men who 
had talked with the president, that 
the negotiations looked as if they might 


terminate suddenly. As this 


situation 
Changed so suddenly after the conference, 
tt may be fairly assumed that the am- 
Dassador abandoned the conditions which 
the president was reputed to have regarded 
48 Unsatisfactory. 

It is believed that the protocol carries 


Within itself provisions for the cessation of 


hostilities. 
On this point the naval contingent is 
urgent that our government adopt the Na- 


Mrronic aolicy of Teuei"g ta enter inte 


an armistice without acquiring some ¢ub- 
stantial pledge to secure the consumma- 
tion of peace. What they particularly de- 
sire is that our government shail demand 
as a condition to the cessation of hosti-t- 
ties the surrender to tl United States 
military forces of Morro castle, at the 
entrance of Havana harbor, and some such 
pcinis of vantage at the other important 
ports in the territery soon to fall under 
our coniroi. 

The peace negotiations afe now believed 
to be advanced to a point where the pres- 
ident has felt warranted in turning his 
attention to the selection of the commis- 
sidners to be charged by the United States 
with the drafting of a treaty of peace. 

So far as can be gathered, but one name 
has been positively asveveiinia’ upon, that 
of Secretary Day, who will head the com- 
mission. Beyond that point ‘there is no 
certa‘nty, although some prominent names 
have been brought forward. Mr. Wood- 
fcrd, our late minister to Spain, hasbeen 
so mentioned, though as he is credited with 
entertaining a desire to return to Madrid 
in the capacity of United States minister 
after the war, the two ambitions might 
conflict, a peace commissioner not always 
being welcome as a minister resident, par- 
ticularly where he has been a party to 
forcing an obnoxious. peace upon the coun- 
try to which he has been credited. One

New York, August 10.—A dispatch to 
The World from Manila bay, August 4th, 
via Hong Kong, says: 

The third Philippine expedition is here 
twenty-two days out from Honolulu. Never 
did an expedition encounter more dangers 


or endure more perils. On the voyage six 


men and one officer died and fifty more 
were taken sick. Typho.c and meningitis 
played havoc on the transports. Two fire- 
men went. insane and leaped overboard.

Hanging for Hours 


THE CORONER HOLDS AN INQUEST 


Only One of the Participants in the 


Clarendon Tragedy Escaped the 
Fury of the Mob—The Peo- 
ple Now Seem To Be 
Satisfied. 


Little Rock, Ark, August 10.—The five 
negroes who were lynched at Clarendon 
last night remained hanging from the beam 
in the sawmill until 9 o’clock this morning. 

At midnight the mob, composed of 300 cit- 
izens, visited the Monroe county jail, took 
therefrom the people charged with the mur- 
der of Orr and lynched them. The mob 
was an orderly one, not a word being un- 
necessarily spoken and not a shot being 
fired. They marched to the jail and de- 
manded the keys of Deputy Sheriff Frank 
Milwee, who was in charge. He at first 
refused’ their demands, but their 
earnestness turned over the keys. 

A committee of the mob went inside the 
jail and brought out the prisoners and 
hanged them to the tramway of the Hal- 
pern sawmill, which stands about one hun- 
dred yards in the rear of the jail. 

Will Sanders was the one that fired the 
shot that killed Orr, Rilla Weaver was the 
mother of Sanders and cook in the Orr 
household, Dennis Ricard was the ‘‘hoo- 
doo doctor and conjurer,’’ who tried to 
poison Orr with boiled snake heads, and 
Manse Castle volunteered to do the job, but 
transferred it to Sanders. Miss Rachel 
Morris, accused of beirg an accessor be-

fore the fact, has disappeared ana her 


whereabouts are unknown to the officers. 
A placard bearing these words was 4at- 
tached to the bodies: 

“Thig is the penalty for murder and 
rape.”’ 

Great Crowds View the Bodies. 

Great crowds viewed the sight this morn- 
ing. The negroes seem to indorse the 
lynching and many of them are open in 
their expressions of satiSfaction over the 
death of Dennis Ricard, whose arts of hoo- 


doo and conjuring made him an object of 
dread to them. 


While the five bodies swung in the early 
morning breeze the body of the widow of 
the murdered man lay dead in her cell in 
the county jail, with_only the soft, sweet 
voice of her four-year-old child to break 
the midnight silence of the gloomy cell, as 
the innocent little tot vainly cried for 
mamma.

After 
completely breaking down and making a 
partial confession, in some way she ob- 
tained a quantity of poison and took the 
dose about 2 o’clock Monday afternoon. 
She never regained consciousness. 

Last. Saturday night John T. Orr was 
assassinated while making a glass of lem- 
onade. He had just returned from choir 
practice, where his wife was organist.

Mrs. Orr Made Confession. 

After the arrest of Mrs. Orr and the five 
negroes, Mrs. Orr made a confession. She 
admitted’ that’ she wished her husband 
dead, and that she would be willing to 
give $200 to anybody tc kill him. But she 
said this was uttered while in a fit of an- 
ger and giat she was innocent of any 
criminal intention. Her husband abused 
her, she said, and once struck her, and 
she being of high temper herself, some- 
times said things in anger that she did not 
mean. 

Mrs. Orr, seeing that she would meet 
death at the hands of the law, preferred 
another route, and vonsequently took poi- 
son, She died yesterday afternoon in the 
Jail, Just before she lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness she willed all of ther property 
to her four-year-old daughter, Neva, and 
placed it in trust with the Clarendon 
lodge Knights of Pythtas, of which her 
dead husband had been a prominent mem- 
ber. 

John Orr was several years ago a theatri- 
cal man and in 1899 was manager of a thea- 
ter in some Wisconsin town. There he met 
and married his wife. The marriage was 
clandestine and the bride's parents 
bitterly opposed to it. The Orrs lived hap- 
pily but a short time. and 
was considered wealthy at the time of his 
His life was insured for $5,000.

ROARK CONVICTED OF MURDER. 
Goes to the Penitentiary for Life for 
Killing Findlay. 

Gainesville, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)— 
The case of the state vs, Henry Roark 
was resumed this morning ang Judge J. 
B. Estes, who argued the case on yester-. 
day, supplemented the same this morning 

with an argument lasting forty minutes. 

He pleaded earnestly and eloquently for 
the life of the defendant and had the care- 
ful attention of the audience. 

He argued that while Annie Bird, the 
“star’’ witness for the defendant, was a 
lewd woman, it did not discredit her evi- 
dence. From the manner in which he 
spoke it showed conclusively that he was 
of the opinion that the fate of Roark hung 
around this witness and was his sole gsal- 
vation. He spoke of the wrong deeds of 
Noah, Lot, Boaz, Ruth and others as de- 
tailed in the Bible and gaid that even in 
their day and time virtue was at a prem- 
jum. 

At the conclusion of his speech Solic- 
itor Howard Thompson commenced his 
argument. He spoke for two hours and 
fifty-five minutes and made a magnificent 
effort from start to finish. 

His honor, Judge Felton, spent twenty- 
nine minutes in charging the jury, and at 
12:30 o’clock the jury retiréd to the jury 
room to find a verdict. 

A large number of citizens hung around 
the courthouse yard waiting patiently to 
hear the verdict. 

At 6:21 o’clock the jury filed ififo court, 
and when asked by the judge if the jury 
had agreed on a verdict, answered yes, 
through the foreman.

The United States Is Placed Upon Ex- 
actly the Same Footing as Other 
Foreign Nations. 


Washington, August 10.—The war depart- 
ment made public the regulations which 
have been adopted for the guidance of 
officers concerned in the collection of du- 
ties on imports and exports, taxes and 
other charges and exactions to be collect- 
ed as a military contribution at ports and 
places in Cuba in the possession or under 
the contro] of the forces of the . United 
States. 

Speaking generally, the customs, tariffs 
and the port and other charges have been 
the lowest rates 
applied to tmports and vessels from Spain, 
but in several important particulars these 
rates have been materially reduced. The 
regulations are especially designed to fa- 
cilitate importations and all discrimina- 
have beé@n abolished. The United 
placed upon exactly the same 
footing as other foreign nations.

Virginia, Second Chio, First Pennsylvania 
and the Fourteenth Minnesota. 

The Third division, ordered to Lexington, 
consists of the Twelfth Minnesota, Fifth 
Pennsylvania, Eighth Mississippi, Twenty- 
first Kansas, Twelfth New York, Ninth 
Pennsylvania, Second Missourf and the 
First New Hampshire. 

The troops of the Fourth corps, ordered 
from Tampa to Huntsville, Ala., are the 
Third Pennsylvania, One Hundred and 
Fifty-seventh Indiana, First Ohio, Fifth 
Ohio, Second New York, ({[hirty-second 
Michigan, Sixty-ninth New York and the 
Third Ohio. 

The troops of the second corps, ordered 
from Manassas to Middletown, Pa., are the 
Fifteenth -Indiana, Thirty-second Kansas, 
Third New York, Sixth Pennsylvania, 
Fourth Missouri, Seventh Illinois, First 
Rhode Island, Third Missouri! and the Sec- 
ond Tennessee. 

The First Ohio and the Fifth United 
States cavalry are ordered from Tampa to 
Montauk point. 

The Fourth Kentucky, Colonel Colson, 
commanding, has been ordered from Lex- 
ington to Jacksonville and attached to 
the Seventh corps. 

The movement of these troops is in ac- 
cordance with the plans of the war de- 
partment to break up the large camps and 
spread the troops about the country.

President and Secretary Mortgage the 
Crops and Skip with the Money. 
San Francisco, August 10.—The Occidental 
Colony Company, at Willington, Lyon 
county, Nevada, which was organized and 
operated by Russian Jews, is about to be 

closed out by the sheriff. 

On November 8, 1897. twenty-one familles 
of Russian Jews left San Francisco for 
the nwe land of promise, the Wvymore 
ranch, near Dayton. They had purchased 
the property for $14,000. which they pro- 
posed to pay from what they should real- 
ize from the products of their labor. 

Wymore permitted the settlers to obtaina 
further loan of $3,500. which was recorded 
as a first mortgage on the land. With th's 
they obtained lumber and built housas. 
They worked hard and were doing well, 
when on July 25th the president of the 
colony, Daniel Schwartz, and Secretary 
Harry Bell, obtained $1.500 from the Bullion 
and ifxchange bank. of Carson, On mort- 
gaging the entire crop of the colony.

AMERICAN ADVANCE STOPPED. 


Spaniards Blow Up a Bridge and Make 
Determined Resistance. 

Coamo, Porto Rico, August 10. via Ponce. 
Troop C, of New York, pursued a4 party 
of fleeing Spanish engineers after the 
capture of Coamo yesterday. a distance of 
four miles along the road to Aibonito. 

The Americans were checked at the Cu- 
yon river, where the Spaniards had blown 
up the bridge, and were shelled from a 
Spanish battery on the crest of Asoninte 
mountain. The dismounted cavalry re- 
turned the fire, receiving no damage and 
holding the position. There are formidable 
gorges on either side and the Spanish works 
are on the crests of mountains command- 
ing the road. 

The Spaniards have several guns mount- 
ed, among them two machine guns sent 
back into the country from the torpedo 
boat destroyer Terror at San Juan. These 
positions it will be dfficult to flank. 

All the men wounded in yesterday's fight 
will recover.

How the American Troops Were Received 
with Open Arms by the Inhabitants 
of the Pretty Little Island. 


DETAIL OF TRIUMPHAL MARCH 


Mayors of Many of the Towns Have Issued Proclamations 
Declaring Allegiance to the United States— 
Interesting Story of Many Unique 
and Thrilling Incidents, 


By Robert B. Cramer. 

Ponce, Porto Rico, July 29.—The south- 
western end of Porto Rico igs ours, and 
the taking of it has been so easy an ac- 
complishment that, with the memory of 
Santiago in one’s mind, this does not 
seem like war at all. For an invading 
army to be met by brass bands struggling 
nobly with the “Star Spangled Banner” 
and actompaniéd by welcoming delega- 
tions of citizens; to arrive in and 
fing the Amerian flag already raised; to 
be handed proclamations Pledging friend- 
ship; to have oxen and horse and wagons 
tendered as provision trains—in short, for 
an invading army to find that they were 
not making an fvasion at all. but a tour 
of triumph, is a circumstance Which will 
be unique in history. An ofiicer sent to 
take one ‘Of the little inland Villages be- 
yond Yauco returned to General Henry 
at Guanica on Wednesday to report. 

“Did you get it, captain?’ asked 
general, 

“Rather,”’ replied 
mayor came out to 
and ilie president of 
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the captain. ‘The 
carry my baggage, 
the council dusted me 
off. The band played “Yankee Doodle’’ 
and they asked me to make a speech, 
Then they tried to kiss me, but 1 balked 
on that and we hoisted the flag.” 

“Any casualties?” 

“Several, #Qhoaluding Sergeant —, but 
they'll all be over it in the morning. 
They'd thave given every man in the com- 
mand a hogshead of rum if J] hadn't 
stopped it.’’ 

Whereupon the captain saluted gravely 
and the good o!d veteran commander 
sighed. 

“Any proclamations?’ 

“Yes, sir. I picked up about forty on 
the way.”’ 

“Then order out the typewriter brigade 
and have copies made. If this thing keeps 
up. thougih, I’m going to proclamate a 
few myself, and order these mayors to 
let up. They mean well, but they write 
too much,”’ 

Another salute and the captain retired, 
his sword and spurs clanking as he cross- 
ed to an adjoining tent. 

A Pretty Comfortable Home. 


And 60 it’ goes. The Spanish regulars, 
who seem to be the only people on the 
island with any fight in them, are retir- 
ing somewhat precpitousiy tg San Juan 
after only- one brush with the Americans, 
and outside. of that city it begins to look 
as though all Porto Rico was at General 
Miles’s disposal. At this Writing our 
troops have landed at Guanica and Ponce 
and moved in smail parties for about twen- 
ty miles, meeting everywhere with most 
ostentatious and effusive welcome from 
the inhabitants en route. If they continue 
to push norvhward it is possible they will 
catch the retreating Spaniards and thut 
there will be a fight, but the ind'cations 
are clear that the real struggle—if there 
be one—will be at San Juan, where Gov- 
ernor General Macias is issuing fiery bul- 
Jetins every day telling what he proposes 
to do with the Americans when he gets 
at them. But with all his reputation as a 
nighting man. Senor Macias must know 
—to borrow a phase from a_ Sixteenth 
Pennsylvania man—that ‘‘this is where he 
is against it.’’ 
but somehow it fits the occasion. 

The entire expedition thus far 
ed ig inclined to take a genial 
affaireé, and this is not Surprising when 
one considers all that has happened. Ex- 
cept for five batteries and three infantry 
companies the American force that has 


land- 
view of 


been landed thus far is composed entirely , 


of volunteers, and a volunteer is a chap 
who, Knowing nothing of war from per- 
Sonal experience, 1s inclined to let first 
impressions shape his opinions. On that 
account our forces here are looking upon 
war as a @rt of picnic, and they ram- 
ble about at will, eating mangroves, smok- 
ing native tobacco, flirting with more or 
less fair genoritas and wondering how jt 
could be that the boys in Cuba complained 
of life in the field. If they get into action 
their views wil! be changed, but just now 
they are lugging about their views and 
asking wher the action jis going to begin. 
Poor devils. They know about as much 
as to whdt is ahead of them now as they 
did when they enhkisted, and only the kill- 
ing of a lot of them will ever open their 
eyes. Then they will either be taken sick 
Or be soldiers. 
Landing of the Troops. 

The happenings of the first day or two 
may be set down rapidly, because they 
were marked by but few events of more 
than ordinary interest. ‘The transports 
and convoys which left Guantanamo sgall- 
ed along the north coast of Hayti and 
then. turning into the Mona passage, 
moved south and turning again eastward, 
arrived, after a quick voyage, off Guanica 
early Monday morning. The Massachu- 
Sette, acting as the flagship, sent the An- 
napolis, the Dixie and the Wasp up 'to 
Ponce to blockade that port, and the little 
Gloucester went into Guanica to see how 
the land lay there. Commander Wain- 
wright moved in slowly, and found one 
of the prettiest little harbors in the Wes: 
Indies, higth surrounding it every- 
Where exceept At the far end, where na- 
ture had carved a sitting for the busy, 
compact city. There were three or four 
Smal] boats inside, and one British bark- 
entine.- The wharves appeared deserted, 
but a number of flags of different nation- 
alities were hoisted over the residences 
of foreigners. The town proper lay just 
back of. the docks, and the place looked 
bright. clean and ‘hospitable. 

Every eye on the boat was on the look- 
out for fortifications, but there was neither 
Sign of fort nor gun. The men were all 
at their stations awating the word to open, 
and the vesse] kept getting closer and 
closer.. It was a rather puzzling situation.

shoot at, sir,”’ said Lieutenan! Hughes to 
the commander. 

“No, there don’t,”” assented Wainwright. 
“I think you'd better go ashore.” 

The engines were stopped and the naph- 
tha jaunch and whale boat lowered. The 
former has a rapid-fire gun in her bow, 
and fifty rounds of ammunition were 
taken on board along with the thirty men. 
The Gloucester was then not more than 
thirty yards from the docks, and ‘the 
Small boat put off confident of an unop- 
posed landing. But they had not gone 
half Way before a sharp volley sounded 
from shore, and Mauser bullets flew all 
about them. The volley came from be- 
hind a white building over which the 
Spanish flag was flying, and in un instant 
the launch’s rapid-fire gun was turned in 
that direction and began to bark joyously. 
At the same time the jackies dropped their 
long oars and the whale boat began firing 
with carbines. On the Gloucester Com- 
mander Wainwright saw what’ up and he 
began to pump six-pounders ‘into and 
about the white building. The two hun- 
dred Spaniards waiting there to ambush 
the Americans returned severa] more des- 
perate volleys, and then turned and ran 
like Sheep. They could be seen scramb- 
ling up the hills, some dropping tneir 
guns on the way and five minutes after 
they fired their’ first shot the launch and 
the whale boat had resumed their jour- 
ney without the loss of a single man. On 
landing they made a dash for the white 
building, took down the Spanish flag, 
hoisted the American colors and—then 
having time to look about them—found 
four dead Spaniards. 

First Porto Rican Welcome. 

In the meantime the warships on the out- 
side, ‘hearing the firing, came plunging in, 
but were only in time to see Lieutenant 
Hughes signa] from the shore that it was 
all over and that a landing of troops 
could be made with perfect safety. Gen- 
eral Henry, the division commander, came 
ashore with General Garretson, who com- 
mands one of his brigades, to look the 
ground over, and they were met at the 
wharf by the city officials of Guanica, The 
latter expressed the civic pride they felt 
in being the first to welcome the Amerli- 
cans to Porto Rico, and told how much 
they loved President McKinley; how they 
hated the Spaniards, who had robbed and 
ill-treate4 them for yearns: and how it had 
their prayer and hope for generiu- 
to become citizens of the United 
States. General Henry looked at them 
narrowly, and waited until ithe mative 
band, which was wrestling with the “Star 
Spangled Banner” and mangling it awful- 
lv. had quit, before he replied. Then ‘he 
made a manly little speech, thanking them 
for their kind words, and saying that his 
troops would come as friends and not as 
enemies. He said that life and property 
was safe and that the local administration 
of affairs would not be disturbed. ‘Then 
the band broke loose again in some un- 
holy melody meant to resemble an —_. 
ican hymn, and the committee af ae ns 
went with the two generals to assist them 

‘atin a camp. 
yi oon pena was fovnd just back of vr 
town, and the people guve substantial € ‘ 
dence of their good will by ordering ot 
teams to be brought out to help ay eS : 
tents, provisions and other army be wna 
ings. The dockmen tendered their geen ( : 
with lighters and both offers were neon” 
ed. The debarkation was begun at — 
and by nightfall nearly a thousand Amer- 
jean soldiers were on shore. The citizens 
brought their mangoes and bananas ote 
cocoanuts, and in every way showed the 
sincerity of their professions of friendship. 
Early the next morning the work of land- 
ing was resumed, and at the end of the 
second day General Henry had all his men 
in camp. They consisted of the Sixth Mas- 
sachusetts, ten companies of the Sixth 
Illinois, five batteries of the Fifth light 
artillery, the Fifth  slege train, one bat- 
talion of engineers and three detached 
companies of regulars. In all these made 
3500 men and about 200 horses, twenty-eight 
guns and 100 mules—quite a formidable 
army to capture a peaceful country town. 


The Taking of Yauco. 

During this time the operations at Ponce 
had been begun, but for the sake of co- 
herence it will be best to carry fhe Guan- 
ica campaign to an end before the taking 
the other, because the two came to- 
gether today. It was General Henry’s in- 
tention from the beginning to push his 
men straight on to Ponce, and before the 
of the Sixth Illinois had left the 
transports the first of the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts had been sent on ahead. There 
were only a couple of companies in the ex- 
pedition and they went out a few miles to- 
ward Yauco, a town of about 4,000 inhabi- 
tants, in command of Captain Berry, of 
the regulars.

But before Garretson reach- 
ed Berry the latter had had the only en- 
counter with the enemy thus far in which 
anv Americans were hurt, and which, as 
as been made much of in the cable 
i the military ball, 
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ci ang Americans, including Captain 
Gihon, of the Sixth, were slightly wounded, 
and young Private Arthur Draper, son of 
the American ambassador to Italy, was 
promoted to a lieutenancy on the spot for 
gallantry in action. Draper misunderstood 
the order from Berry and went charging 
up the ridge by himself. He was half way 
up before he found that his companions 
were not with him, but even then he did 
not retreat. Instead, he fell on his knee 
behind a boulder, which only partly shel- 
tered him, and banged away as fast as he 
could with his old Springfield. Presently 
he arose and waved his hat to those be. 
gg ee skipped, boys,” he shouted. 
“Come on.” “™ 


A Typical Proclamation. 


The boys went on, but the or 
re t best runners, aS usual, 
cae Sacre twang, Ope camp to wait for Gar- 
retson. who arrived shortly after noon, 
At about the same time a delegation of 
citizens came out from, Yauco to ask that 
the Americans send troops there to pro 
tect the people from the lawless element 
which, taking advantage of the flight of 
the Spanish soidiers, were threatening to 
wreck vengeance in the name of America 
upon the native families of Spanish de- 
scent. General Garretson detailed Major 
Carke, of the Illinois volunteers, to look 
into the matter. The major and his men 
went on With the citizens, but had proceed- 
ed only a short distance when they were 
met by an imposing procession made up 
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-of the mayor and town council of Yauco, — 
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| the fire departmént and one or two non- 
civic delegations. The mayor made a 
speech of welcome, offered the major the 
keys of the town and said that the Ameri- 
can flag was already flying over the public 
buildings in Yauco.

And he handed the astonished major a 
printed handbill, of which hundreds had 
been strewn about, which did indeed so 
proclaim it.

We Get a Railroad. 

In the public square at Yauco Major 
Clarke found the inevitable native band 
hard at work and a stand fitted up for 
speechmaking. The town was In holiday 
attire and The major was earnestly request- 
ed to harangue the multitude, but declined. 
A little later Major Hayes, son of the 
former president and member of General 
Henry’s staff, read General Miles’s procia- 
mation from the stand and the _ people 
cheered in good healthy American fashion. 
In the afternoon General Roy Stone—who 
may be remembered-in Atlanta as having 
made a speech on the subject of good roade 
before the Georgia legislature last Decem- 
ber—came in with his road building detach- 
ment, but their brand new tools had seen 
no. service. There was nothing for them 
to do, The roads in Porto Rico are better 
than the chert roads in Atlanta, and the 
Piedmont Bicycle Club could ride all the 
way from Ponce to San Juan—a distance 
of eighty-five miles—ten abreast and not 
puncture a tire or take a header. The dif- 
, ference between the narrow, mud-filled and 
{ almost impassable trails of eastern Cuba 
{ and the broad,. well-kept thoroughfares 
here illustrates the difference at present 
existing between that war-desolated coun- 
try and Ahis gem of an island. It was Co- 
lumbus, I think, who, stopping to take a 
glimpse of Porto Ricc on one of his voy- 
ages, reported to Ferdinand and Isabella 
that ‘this the fairest land that eye 
hath ever seen or aun shown upon,” and 
no one has ever disputed his report. But 
of Porto Rico in this respect we must 
write later. 
General Stone was commissioned also to 

take possession of the newly constructed 
\ railway line which runs from Yauco to 
| Ponce, and this he did with no opposition. 
' The retreating Spanish line had made an 
> 
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effort to destroy the road, but had suc- 
ceeded only in derailing two locomotives 
and burning haif a dozen flat cars. There 
were some unexploded mines found later 
under a couple of culverts, but in their 
haste to get out of the way of the Ameri- 
cans the Spaniards did not find time to ex- 
plode them. In a little while the general 
had induced the reguiar employees of the 
road to get steam up and he took, in an 
ordinary passenger coach, a detail of men 
to accompany him on the run to Ponce, a 
distance by rail of about twenty miles. 
The journey was a 6.0w but uneventful 
one and it was late in the evening when 
the general and his men féached the [ttle 
station at Ponce. They formed in line, 
merched to General Miles’s headquarters 
in the Hotel Frances and reported. 

‘Is your railroad in the trust?’ 
Mijes, smiling. 

“T took it on—those conditions,” said 
Stone. ‘‘Already a Chicago newspaper man 
has applied for an annua® pass.” 

Arrival of the Artillery. 

Word of the safe arrivai of the expedition 
was wired back to General Henry at Yan- 
co, but he had not waited for it and was 
even then marching briskly along the 
smooth roads toward Ponce, favored by 
almost idea] weather. The alternate flerce 
heat and drenching rains of Cuba give 
place in Porto Rico to a cool, even, baimy 
Climate that, strange as it may seem, re- 
minds one much more of the mountains oi 
North Carolina than of the tropics. Henry’s 
men had a glorious march and wWhen the 
front of the long line came into town today 
they were given a reception which for 
sheer enthusiasm eciipsed anything I have 
ever seen. General Milea was in the Hote! 
Frances when he was notified that the di- 
vision had arrived from Guanica and that 
it would pass the hotel on its way to the 
front in order that he could review it. A 
broad ‘balcony circles the secand floor of 
the building and we all went up to it on 
the general’s invitation, standing uncovered 
at the rail. The streets were what a novel- 
ist would describe as a seething mass oi 
peopie, amd in the public squares below, 
bounded on three sides by shops and cafes 
and on the fourth by the dull yellow walls 
of the cathedral. was a great jam, in which 
native policemen, Americ..n sodiers, smil- 
ing, black-eyed senoritas, chiidren, marines 
from the American warships, Jew peddlers, 
staid matrons, local merchants, Ponce 
dandies, nurse girs, firemen, Spanish vol- 
unteers and colored servants were inex- 
tricably mixed. 

Far down the streets a sharp shout of 
warning went up and the clatter of horses’ 
hoofs and thunder of heavy wheels were 
heard. The people packed closer into the 
Square and on the sidewalks, leaving a 
clear pavement, and through this opening 
A light artillery gun and its accompanying 
caisson passed, the horses on a.gallop, the 
men shouting and the whips cracking. Then 
came another, and another, and another, 
yntil half of the twenty-eight had gone 
. by. It was a sight to set the already in- 
} flamed Porto Ricans on fire and as the 
heavy machines roared and rumbled to the 
accompaniment of clashing hoofs and 
jingling harness the crowd went fairly 
delirious, shouting, crying, hugging each 
other, dancing and doing all sorts of ri- 
dicu-ous things—ridiculous at least in the 
eyes of those who had seen American bat- 
teries before and knew the hurricane tricks 
of the drivers. I saw a young woman with 
a baby in her arms and tears rolling down 
her cheeks watch the procession as if 
transfixed, while other young women cried 
out their “‘vivas’”’ and took dance steps 
c‘ose beside her. When the entire twenty- 
eight guns with their caissons and equip- 
ment wagons had gone by the two wings 
of the throng surged together and there 
was a babble of tongues that forced even 
the government typewriters in the hotel to 
quit work for the time. 


How Ponce Became Ours. 


All. of which brings us to the capture of 
Ponce and the landing of General Mfiies. 
This was effected yesterday, rather un- 
expectedly, through the wofk of fhe gun- 
boat Annapolis, whose officers tock her 
boldly and cheerfully into the harbor pre- 
pared to meet any sor: of opposition and 
found instead friends and a welcome. The 
Annapoils, the Dixie and the Wasp were 
assigned to blockade Ponce during the 
sanding of troops at Guanica, and they 
ambled back and forth before the wide 
harbor entrance for twenty-four hours 
withour seeing or hearing a sign of the 
enemy. The officets on the Dixie have set 
Mr. Stanton’s poem, “They've Named a 
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that one has to consider the effect as an 
average. Day before yesterday—Tuesday— 
morning the Annapolis, unabie longer to 
remain inactive, headed straight into the 
harbor. The Dixie Jumped after her signal- 
ing for cofsent to go in, too, but was or- 
dered back. Instead she remained where 
she was. 

The Annapolis, with all her guns 
manned, passed into the harbor and stop- 
ped to take a 100K. As at “Guanica, there 
was not a fort, not a gun in sight. The 
Cluster of white and yellow buiid:ngs on 
the shore, the big and handsome custom 
house and a score of small sailing vessels 
alone were visible. The gunboct went on 
slowly as far as she thought it safe in 
such uncertain quarters, and then blew her 
siren to notify any lurking Spaniards who 
might be s'eeping On their arms that she 
was waiting. Stil no response. Then she 
shot a blang 6-pounder, but the only re- 
sult was to bring the Dixie sprinting in, 
with the Wasp at her heels, both sniffing 
fight. The captain saw some townspeopr 
gathering on shore and he sent in an 
armed launch to solve what seemed to him 
the riddle of his life. The launch came 
back with a delegation of citizens from 
Port Ponce—the main city lying three mi'es 
inland—and they made the same iliittle 
speech of welcome, passed about the same 
sort of proclamation and did exactly the 
Same things that other delegations had 
been do'ng .urther down the coast. -They 
expressed regret that there was not room 
in the launch for the band ang the cap- 
tain may or may not have told the truth 
when he said that he regretted it. too. 


General Miles’s Progress. 

The Dixie went down to Guanica to let 
General Miles know that the harbor of 
Ponce as open, and that the Annapdllis’s 
marines had hoisted the flag on the big 
custom house. But by that time nearly all 
of General Henry's division was. ashore, 
and the only troops left were those on three 
transports which had been lost on their 
way from Guantanamo, and, not having 
received the change of orders, went to Cape 
San Juan. Here they found no sign of the 
fleet, and put out in haste, moving back 
into Mona passage, where they were hang- 
ing around when the Montgomery finally 
rounded them up and brought them to 
Guanica. On board were the Third and 
Fourth Wisconsin volunteers, the Sixteenth 
Pennsylvania and two cempanies of the 
Sixth Illinois. ‘They were sent to Ponce at 
once, but did not begin landing until yes- 
terday morning. General Miles came in on 
the City of Macon at the same time. and at 
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9 o’clock he and his staff went ashore. They 
made their headquarters 
house, and the general's first action was to 
prepare a note to the alcalde of the city 
of Ponce demanding the surrender of the 
municipality at once. 

But the note was never delivered. 
it could be Ponce surrendered, the mayor 
sending word to General Miles that the 
gates of the city were open to the Amer- 
icans, and that he would be proud to wel- 
come them at any time it suited them to 
come. The general responded at once, and 
directed General Wilson, who is acting as 
division commander in the absence of Gen- 
eral Brooke, to take his men just beyend 
Ponce, and to go into camp, stopping en 
route to explain to the municipal and dis- 
trict authorities the circumstances under 
which the Americans proposed to occupy 
Porto Rico. The instructions to General 
Wilson were official in character, and they 
are of so much interest, in view of our cer- 
tain possession of the ‘sland, I copied them. 
All the other officers in authority will be 
furnished with similar directions, together 
with a lengthy and technical lego-military 
document setting forth what constitutes 
the division of responsibility between pro- 
vost courts, commissions and couras mur- 
tial, and the character of crimes which are 
triable by them. It elso fixes the punish- 
ment, but I am glad tw say the American 
troops Will not require that it brougnt 
into service often. 

Fear of Native Uprisings. 

A second mesSage from the mayor of 
Ponce set forth briefly the necessity of 
the American troops coming quickiy, 
cause there was eminent danger of an up- 
rising of the insurgent He ex- 
plained that there was a large element in 
Uhe island, mostly in the interior, which 
had long nourished a hatred of Spain that 
only the presence of Spanish soldiers had 
kept smouldering. But the fire had not 
been put out, and the embers, fanned by 
so favorable a wind, were likely to break 
into flame and do great damage to lives and 
This class, he said, was largely 
composed of veserans of the outbreak of 
1887 and their friends, some of whom had 
only lately returned to Porto Rico, after 
long imprisonment in Spain and Africa. He 
feared that théy would wreak their ven- 
geance on the Spanish residents and prop- 
erty holders, who honestly and devoutly 
hoped to become good American citizens. 
His letter was an earnest one, and by the 
t'me it had been translated General Wil- 
son was in the saddle, and the Third Wis- 
consin was in line back of him and his 
staff. 

They moved off:at once, and on the road 
to Ponce—as broad and smooth as Peach- 
tree—the people lined the sidewalks and 
bid them welcome in most effusive fastiion. 
Little cafes and eating houses line the way, 
with some few dwellings, and Ponce 
visible straight ahead all the way. More 
people trooped out to greet them, and their 
entrance was hdiled from doors and from 
windows, where pretty women smiled and 
waved handkerchiefs. The mayor, a grave 
and courteous old gentleman, rode out to 
meet General Wilson, and after 
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nized. He has shaved off his moustache, 
and looks ten years older than he did be- 
fore. But his presence was speedily dis- 
covered, and while he was tying on & 
couch there came from the streets below 
such unearthly sounds as never attacked 
mortal ear. Captain Whitney ran to the 
window and looked out. 

“What is it?’ asked the general. 

‘It's a band.” replied Whitney. “I think, 
general, they know you're here and are ser- 
enading you.” 

“Good Lord!”’ exciaimed Miles. 
on earth are they trying to play?’ 

He got up amd came io the window, too. 
Presently a familiar note etruck them. 

“It's the ‘Star Spangied Banner,’"’ said 
Whitney, with a chuckle. ‘“‘They got that 
one bar right.” 

From a rear room came a sleepy and 
aggrieved voice belonging to some other 
staff officer. 

“They'd get a crowbar right 
one,’ the voice said. 

But General Miles smiled pleasantiy and 
went out on the balcony to bow and the 
crowd cheered uproariously when they saw 
him. The afternoon wewspaper appcared 
with editorials expressing the sympathy of 
the people with the Americans and one 
was partially primted in- funnily written 
English. Ladies sent in flowers and in a 
thousand ways the handsome litt.e city 
did everything she could to let it be known 
that hers was not a case of ‘“‘Le rol est 
mcrt; vive le roi,’’ but ons of real appre- 
clation for and comfidence in her big broth- 
er of the north who had come down to 
claim her as a member of the family. 


A Caution to the People. 


General Miles and the municipal officers, 
as soon as the festivities were over, had 
a long and sober talk about the situation, 
and the latter impressed upon him again 
the dangers of an uprising against the 
peaceable Spanish residents. The general 
answered him that ample protection would 
be given, and that the American troops 
already landed were more than sufficient 
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to quell any sort of an outbreak. The 
mayor had prepared a proclamation urging 
his own people to behave themselves, and 
said the proposed to make it public in the 
morning, when it was dated. 
approved the suggestion and the document 
tonight is nailed up ail over town, It reads 
as follows: 

To the People of Ponce—As mayor 
of this enlightened city, 1 deem it my 
duty to dedicate to my dear fellow c¢it:- 
zens some ideas or absolute convenience 
for the peace and weilare of the town.

Quartermaster and the Major Had a 
Lively Little Spat About the 
Latter’s Slowness.

Major Money, who had auch an unpleas- 
ant experience with Colone! P. H. Ray 
yesterday at his camp, a few miles from 
the city, ran up against Major E. Wiilis, 
United States quartermaster, this morning 
@t the dock just before the2Leona sailed and 
was badly worsted once more. He has not 
acquired the military method of being on 
time and today he was not ready to sail 
when Major Willis thought the time had 
arrived to put to sea. He was on the dock 
when the quartermaster suggested to him 
that it was 8 o’clock and he had better get 
aboard if he intended making the trip. 

“But I’m not ready to sail,” was the 
reépiy to this timely suggestion of the 
quartermaster. 

“I don’t care whether you are or not. 
The transport is ready to go and I have 
just ordered the captain to pull in the 
gang plank.’’ 

“Some of my officers are not here.” 

“I can’t help that. I haven’t got any- 
thing to do with them. It {is my busihess 
to put this ship to sea and their business 
ls to be here. I repeat that if you are go- 
ing to Cuba on this transport you had best 
get on board.”’ 

Major Money was not going to be 
handied so easily. He had submitted to a 
dressing down at the hands of Colonel Ray 
yesterday and heard him say that he was 
going to take command of his battalion 
when he doubted his authority to do so. 
He decided to rebe] this time. 

“As your superior officer, Major Willis,”

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' What One Man Did. 

Whatever elise may be said of the late 
Adoiph Sutro, former mayor of San 
Francisco and many times a _ million- 
aire, it will not be said of him by his 
biographers that he was a man of peace 
All his life was spent in fighting, and 
the story. of his struggles is one of the 
most romantic that has ever come, even 
from the center of romance—California. 

Sutro was a native of Prussia, and 
. Came to this country about 1850. He 
' . Went at once to San Francisco and af- 
| ter spending some time there merchan- 
dising, went to Nevada, where he set 
up a quartz mill. How well he pros- 
pered at this is not told, for his work 
in this line was soon overshadowed by 
the vastly greater work of the Sutro 
tunnel, which brought him fame and 
fortune. The mines on the famous 
Comstock lode had got down so deep 
that there was fear their productiveness 
would be stopped by the ‘heat and water. 
Sutro saw in this condition of affairs 
ah opportunity for a great project, and 
with characteristic energy went to work 
Oonit. His idea was a tunnel to be run 
run nearly five miles to tap the Com- 
© stock on the lower levels. drain the 
| mines, perfect the ventilation, and make 
' the extraction of the ores vastly easier. 

Having pérfectéd his plans, Sutro suc- 
ceeded in getting a charter from the 
Nevada legislature. Then he got a con- 
tract from the mine owners by which he 
Was to receive $2 a ton on all ores tak- 
en from the mines after his tunnel had 
reached the lode. With this he went 
out into the money centers after the 
necessary capital to put his project 
through. 

When ft began to be evident that he 
had a chance to succeed, the mine own- 
ers, feeling that their contracts were 
too favorable to him, began to fight 
him. The fight was one that attracted 
the attention of the-world, cutting a 
great figure, as it did, in the politics of 
the west, in the legislation even of con- 
gress and at times in the money mar- 
kets. 

Sutro was a hard fighter, and the 
probability of final success drew to him 
strong elements. Finally, after’ nine 
years of struggle against what at times 
were desperate odds, the Sutro tunnel 
Was completed. Still the mine own- 
_@rs fought and refused to pay the roy- 
alties contracted for. Sutro promptly 
walled up his tunnel and flooded the 
lower levels of the mine again. Finding 
they could not conquer such a man, 
the mine owners gave in, and subse- 
quently Sutro unloaded the tunnel at a 
great profit to himself. 

But he was done with neither his 
money getting nor his fighting. A great 
part of his fortune he invested in out- 
lying San Francisco lands, which have 
since become part of the city and have 
brought enormous returns. It is said 
he owned one-twelfth of the acreage of 
the city proper. Among his possessions 
was the famous Cliff house property, 
where he developed a magnificent park 
and which led him into the first of his 
fights against the railroad corporations 
of the state. In order to get what he 
considered proper and just fares to h*3 
Cliff house. he was compelled to build 
an opposition street railroad. The 
successful completion of this enterprise 
with its 5-cent fares made him the idol 
of the masses of the people of ’Frisco. 
and he was elected mayor. From that 
time he kept un a ficht against the rail- 
road abuses with which the state is bur- 
dened. 

The Sutro baths form the greatest 
natatorium in the world. furnishing ac- 
commodations for 1,627 swimmers at 
ene time; and the museum at Sutra 
Heights is said to be one of the finest 
the world has ever seen. 

Some of these thines—the museum 
the park and the wonderful library—Su- 
tro always said he would leave to the 
city. He has left behind him not only 
a lot of relatives who, before his demise. 
began a sensational struggle for his 
property, but also a woman who claims 
to be his contract wife. This combina- 
tion means another strugele like that 
over the Blythe and the Fair millions:

With tears in his voice, Sylvanus told 
the court of the great temptation set be- 
fore him. He had been married to a 
true and faithful wife for twenty years, 
but his charms were such that young 
women. persisted in falling in love with 
him; and this particular young woman— 
comely and interesting—he had success- 
fully evaded until she resorted to the 
med*um of pie. Then he fell, and mar- 
ried her. 

Beautiful and luscious was the pie 
itself. and beneath the brown and su- 
gared upper crust there was concealed a 
love philter. “It must have been a 
very strong love powder, judge,” said 
the coy and innocent Sylvanus, “for af- 
ter that I could not bear to have that 
woman out of my sight. I had to mar- 
ry her: I just couldn% help it. That's 
how I came to commit bigamy.” 

And yet, in the face of that explana- 
tion, the hard-hearted judge ordered the 
commitment of the pie victim. Truly, 
there is no mercy in such justice. 
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Captain Clark, of the Oregon. 

General regret is felt throughout the 
United States over the announcement 
that Captain Charles E. Clark, of the 
Oregon. is compelled to relinquish active 
work in the navy for several months to 
come in order to regain his lost health. 

Leave of absence has been granted 
him until the lst of January next; and 
if, at the expiration of that time, it is 
found that he has failed to improve suf- 
ficiently to resume his duties, he will 
then be placed finally upon the navy’s 
retired list. 

Captain Clark was far from well when 
he received orders from the government 
last March to put out !mmediately for 
Cuban waters to join the north Atlan- 
tic squadron, and naturally the long and 
perilous voyage of rounding the con- 
tinent of South America with the pros- 
pect of being confronted by the enemy 
at any time, was not calculated to im- 
prove matters. Still, with the grit, which 
has always characterized the American 
seaman Captain Clark ‘has remained 
constantly at his post through all of the 
vicissitudes of the past few months, and 
not until the gonclusion of hostilities 
became apparent has he been willing to 
acknowledge that he was not himself. 
His case seems to be somewhat similar 
to that of the lamented Captain Gridley, 
of the Olympia: but every one hopes 
that the malady which has laid its hand 
upon him will not prove fatal. 

The part which the Oregon has played 
in the war with Spain invests Captain 
Clark with exceptional prominence, and 
makes him one of the foremost of Amer. 
ican heroes. No other battleship has 
been more severely tested than the Ore- 
gon, both in its journey from San Fran- 
cisco to Santiago and in its gallant be- 
havior on the memorable 3d of July; 
and much of the credit which attaches 
to the gallant work of the Oregon be- 
longs to Captain Clark.

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The Liquor Problem. 

We are indebted to the United States 
commissioner of labor for some interest- 
ing data bearing upon the economic as- 
pects of the liquor: traffic. ‘ 

Covering the period of time from 1880 
to 1896 inclusive, the investigations of 
the government official seem to have 
been very thorough. Within this period 
of time he shows that the greatest pro- 
duction of liquors was in 1893, when 
the output reached 131,010,330 gallons, 
and that the smallest production was in 
1888, when the output reached 71,688,188 
gallons. 

Taking the industry in 1890 he shows 
that the total capital employed in the 
production of liquors in that year ag- 
gregated $269,270,249;: materials were 
used to the value of $80,230,532: wages 
were paid to the amount of $31,678,166 
to 41,425 employees; and the value of 
the output aggregated $289,775,639. 

With respect to the demand for li- 
quors the United States commissioner 
of labor shows that the consumption for 
1896 reached 16:42 gallons per capita. 

The total revenue accruing from the 
industry .in 1896 aggregated the enor- 
mous sum of $183,213,124. 

Answers received by the United States 
commissioner of labor to letters sent out 
broadcast over the country show that 
the various employers of labor are dis- 
posed to be more strict in the require- 
ments which they exact of men in their 
service with respect to strong drink. 
What effect this will have upon the ul- 
timate solution of be liquor problem re- 
mains to be seen.

Chamber of Commerce May Send Man to 
Build Up Trade. 
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HAS CONSIDERED THE QUESTION 


Would Establish a Profitable Line of 
Business Between Countries. 


MR. WOODSON THINKS NOT Quire TIME 


Ex-Governor Bullock Thinks the Pro- 
ducers Should Send the Commis- 
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sioner and Not the Chamber. 

TLANTA will probably have a repre- 
A sentative in the field of trade in the 
new countries to build up a large 
commerce between them and this city 
when peace is established and the devel- 
opment of the West India islands begins 
under the new government that will be 
established in them. 

The chamber of commerce has the ques- 
tion before it and at the next regular meet- 
ing may adopt a definite policy to be pur- 
sued in this direction. Jt is thought by 4 
number of the members that ft will be a 
very important thing for this city to do. 
The producing interests of Atlanta are 
said to be sufficient *o supply much of 
the demand that will be created in the is- 
lands by the rehabilitation of them, and 
Atianta being geographically nearer to 
them than any other large city in the 
country, her interests will be looked after 
very closely. 

Mr. Stewart Woodson, a promiment mem- 
ber of the chamber of commerce, sald 
yesterday that the chamber of commerce 
had the question before it, and he thought 
the commissioner to Cuba and Porto 
Rico would be provided for. He suggested 
that agricultural implements, stoves, fur- 
niture and many other products placed 
upon the market by manufacturers of At- 
lanta could.find a market among the mer- 
chants and people of the islands. 

“The chamber of commerce has consid- 
ered the question,’ he said, “‘but we do 
not think the time is yet quite ripe for 
action. As soon as the countries are ready 
to begin to develop and recover from the 
effects of the war, the United States takes 
hold and.a stable government is assured, 
it will be time for the Atlamta chamiber 
of commerce to act and we will then very 
likely send some one or a commission to 
represent the producers of Atlanta in the 
cities of Cuba and Porto Rico. 

“We have a number of manufactories in 
Atlanta that produce marketable commo- 
dities which should be placed among the 
people, and would, if properly introduced, 
ada much to the commercial interests of 
the city.” . 

Mr. T. D. Meador said he thought 4 
commissioner from Atlanta could do much 
for the establishment of trade between’ 
the islands and Atlanta, and that it would 
be a very valuabie initial stép for the pro- 
ducers, as it would open the way for them 
and the individual concerns could send 
their special representatives there later. 

“Atlanta has a large pymber of interests 


| that could very profitably be handled in 


the southern market, I think, and the ap- 
portunity to introduce them should not 
be lost.’ | 

Other cities are taking up the work of 
sending men into the new territory, and 
the nearness of Atlanta in comparison to 
the morthern, easter: and western cities 
is considered a very great advantage. It is 
thought that the earlier Atlanta gets a 
commissioner in the field of cOmmeprce 
there and brings the producers of this 
city in touch with the consumers in the 
islands the manufacturers and merohamts 
of this city will have a urmer hold upon 
the trade in the southern countries. 

Ex-Governor Bullock, when seen in re- 
gard to the project to send a commissioner 
to Cuba and Porto Rico im the interests 
of the trade of Atlanta, did not think that 
either the city or tue chamber of com- 
merce should do so. He said that if the 
manufacturers or producers wanted a rep- 
resentative in the countries they ought to 
provide for one themselves. He said that 
those who are not interested in the trade 
of the islands would naturally object to 
having money spent in sending a commis- 
sioner to the field. 

“T think,” he said, chose who are to 
be benefited by the trade relations should 
go to the expense of providing for the 
commissioner. The taxpayer or the mem- 
bre of the chamber of commerce would not 
be benefited. and J do not believe ‘want 
any money expended in that way. I think 
the resources of Atlanta are aufficient to 
warrant such, but the manufacturers or 
producers ghould make their own provision 
for the commissioner or representative.

State Convention Reaffirms the Chi- 
cago Platform Fully. 

Springfield, Mo., August 10.—Baldwin’s 
theater was crowded when Chairman S. B. 
Cook, of the state’s committee, called the 
State democratic convention to order to- 
day. 

Congressman Bland was introduced as 
temporary chairman and was received with 
great applause. He inmade a speech, in 
which he referred to wine financial plank 
of the Chicago platform and said that 
issue must remain paramount wumtil it was 
settled and settled right. 

“We propose,” he continued, 
the campaign on that issue.” 

He said the sentiment expressed In the 
declaration of- war was unparalleled in 
the history of the world, in its justice and 
love of humanity, and that no party oug‘ht 
to survive which would undertake to low- 
er that standard of universal freedom of 
manhood. 

Mr. Bland said he did not want 40 see 
the convention declare itself in favor of 
annexing Cuba or Porto Rico or the Phil- 
ippines. At the same time he did not want 
it to declare in favor of closing the doors 
to any homorable annexation with which 
the United States might be confronted. 

At the conclusion of Chairman Bland’s 
address committees were appointed and 
recess taken. 

When the conventron reassembled For- 
mer Governor Stone responded to calle for 
a speech, in which he declared - himself 
in favor of territorial annexation. 

The committee on resolutions agreed to 
a platform, which reindggses the Chica- 
platform, imsists on the strict main- 
tenance of the Monroe doctrine, opposes 
acquisition of the Phitippines or other ter- 
ritory in the eastern hemisphere, approves 
the construction of the Nicaraguan canal, 
which should be controlled by the United 
States; declares that vur navy shoulfl be 
kept equal to any other navy and demands 
that Porto Rico and all Spanish territory 
in the West Indies, except Cuba, shall be 
taken and held by the United States, Cuba 
to be allowed to estaolish its own govern- 
ment and to be annexed only at the desire 
of the people of the island. 

The first ballot résulted in the election 
of Judge William C. Marshall for supreme 
judge, long term, and Judge Le Roy Ral- 
lant for the short term for the same of- 
fice. 

The convention then adjourned until to- 
morrow at 9 a. m.

MANY CONYALESCENTS FED 


Daughters of the American Revolution 
Furnished Lunch for Seventy-Five. 


RECRUIT HAS HIS SAY AT PLAN 


The Convalescent Is a Very Grateful 
Person and Thinks the World 
of the Ladies. 


Seventy-six convalescents from the hos- 
pitals of Fort McPherson were fed at lunch 
yesterday by the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution. The dietary kitchen was 
a busy scene at lunch hour, with the ldies 
aiding the trained nurse in the cooking and 
waiting upon the hungry soldiers who were 
so fortunate as to recelfve mesl tickets 
from the surgeon in charge of the hospital. 
The number of convalescents from the 
fever wards increases every day, and the 
ladies have their hands full in serving to 
all the men who are sent to the kitchen. 

In the dining room, which has been loca- 
ted in hospital A, the first in the long row 
of buildings, there is only room at the 
tables for twenty-five men, and the rest 
are compelled to walt on the outside until 
their time comes. The men scramble for 
places at the door of the room and form 
up in line, waiting for the places to become 


. vacant at the tables. 


‘Those women sho’ know how to cook,” 
said one convalescent dressed in a negligee 
shirt in sections and a loose-fitting pair of 
pajamas, ‘‘they can beat anything I ever 
to making chicken 
soup.”’ 

The individual in the queer costume, who 
had recently been made happy by a square 
meal, strolled off with his thumbs in his 

spenders and smacking his lips with a 
erat show of satisfaction. 

‘/These convalescents ought to be throwed 
in/jail,’’ said a strapping recruit who had 
been hanging around the door of the 
kitchen, catching an occasional whiff from 
the broth on the stove. “It’s a shame 
making these ladies cook for people who 
ain’t got nothing better to put on than a 
pair of pajamas ten sizes too large for um.” 

The biting remark of the recruit was in- 
tended for the ear of the convalescent, but 
the fellow who had just escaped death from 


the fever appeared to be hypnotized by the | 


good things, a memory of which still re- 
mained on his palate, and he only smiled 
the broader at the jealousy of the recruit. 
The convalescent is a very grateful per- 
son, as a general thing, but his gratitude 
to the Ddughters_of the American Revolu- 
tion for their care of him seems to have 
no bounds. Few of the rough fellows ever 
have anything to say to their benefactors, 
but the face of the convalescent has more 


of gratitude in it than any words te could, 


utter.

Indian Spring, Ga., August 10.—(Special 
Correspondénce.)—The Georgia State Agri- 
cultural Society opened its annual con- 
vention here this morning at 10:30 o'clock 
in the ballroom of the Wigwam. Just 
what convention it is, numerically speak- 
ing, no one, not even the “oldest inhabi- 
tant,” seems to know, the society hav- 
ing been organized in 1846 and hela semi- 
annual sessions until three years ago, 
when the sessions became annual. All 
that can be said by the oldest members is: 
“We have been together over one hundred 
times.” 

The most noticeable feature of the ses- 
sion is that more of the old’ members 
are present than have been to a meeting 
of the society In several years. Al] the 
old¢timers have by a common impulse at- 
this wonvention, and the hand- 


refreshing. 

The only three _hiving ex-presidents, 
Colonel L. F. Livingston, ex-Governor W. 
J. Northen and Colonel John O. Waddell, 
are here. So are Colonel R. W. Andrews, 
of Hawkinsville; Major Mark Newman, of 
Sandersville; J. M. Mobley, of Harris coun- 
ty; John M. Edwards, of Baldwin; J. H. 
Black, of Sumter, James Barreft and M. 
V. Calvin, of Augusta; E. H. Ellington, 
of McDuffie; Pierce Horne, of Whitfield; 
J. Lindeay Johnson, of Floyd; R. J. Red- 
ding, of Experiment Station; J. B. Hunni- 
2utt, ex-commissioner of agriculture; 
Charles Keen, of Macon, and O. B. Ste- 
vens, the new commissioner of agricul- 
ture. 

A large number of ladies graced the hall, 
and a string band furnished excellent mu- 
sic, and altogether there is much that 
makes the occasion attractive, adding 
much to the social feature of the conven- 
tion. 

The president’s annual address was on 
a great theme and was skillfully handled. 

At 10:30 o’clock Hon. Pope Brown, presi- 
dent of the sooijety, called the conven- 
tidn to order. 

There was a prayer by Rev. R. C. Saun- 
ders, of Troup county. 


Mr. Wright’s Welcome. 


Mr. Y. A. Wright delivered an address 
of welcome in behalf of the Butts County 
Agr. cultural Association. Mr. Wright said 
the little county of Butts gave the society 
a most hearty welcome. Sturdy yeomanry 
and the beauty of womaninood did tribute 
to the o¢casion. The society had met 
Since 1846, for more than a half century, 
and the names of its honored members 
are emblazoned upon the pages of Geor- 
gia’s history. 

“The members of this society,” said the 
speaker, “have been the men who have 
helped to make this country the grand re- 
public that it is, and are still leading us 
to the haven of prosperity, I mean free 
silver, Mr. President. (Applause.) We bid 
you welcome to a county which follows 
what it preaches, for no little lawyer can 
get into the legislature on a free pass 
from Butts by beating a good old farmer. 

“In Butts county today some of our 
farmers can say to the money lenders, 
you can have your surplus; to the* mer- 
thant, you can have our supplies. Yes, 
sir, we can now hear far our own gob- 
bier gobble and our own pig grunt. We 
bave acounty of grand womanhood and 
nobie manhood—women who make every 
house a palace and men who have brought 
prosperity out of the chaos of financial 
depression by their own efforts aided by 
such societies as this and by scientilic 
farming.” .

Wright again bade the society a hearty 
welcome. : 

Response by R. W. Jemison. 


Mr. R. W. Jemison, of Macon, replied to 
the address of welcome. He said that he 
had been sclected for the purpose as a 
punishment, because when the place of 
meeting was decided upon for this year 
Indian Spring got all the votes except one, 
Which he cast for Macon. 

“I feel like the o!d confederate veterans,” 
said Mr. Jemison, ‘‘who told the yankee 
that he had Nved long enough to say I am 
Sorry we didn’t whip you, but I haven't 
lived long enough to say I am gorry I 
tried to.’’

“I have inquired at our state depart- 
ments to get figures on our imports and 
exports.and could not get them. e should 
we buy 
It seems from our tax 
returns that we are poorer than a year 
&g0. We have bought more than we have 
sold. The cities are richer and the country 
poorer, and no man in Georgia should be 
satisfied with that. 

‘If you are here simply because you get 
a free pass you mistake the objects of this 
Soc.ety. In selecting speakers, my object 
Was to invite those why have given specia) 
—. to our egricultur}; and manufactur- 
ing interests in this state. 

‘We are here to consider briefly what we 
export and import. In other words, what 
de wo buy and sell? : 

‘Our principal source of wealth is from 
our fields. Our cotton crop alone will put 
$25,000,000 in circulation during the next 
twelve months. Other farm products will 
greatly increase our sales. Our mines and 
factories will also swell the total to many 
millions. 

“We buy our chickens, eggs, corn, meat, 
butter, flour, tobacco, sugar, coffee, wag- 
ons, plows, hay, mules, horses, and neariy 
everything else, especially when made out- 
Side the state and sold on credit. 

“We nave an innate prejudice against 
anything made at hume. A Keniucky horse 
Sells better here than a Georgia horse. 
Life insurance will sel] better from Boston 
Unan from Atlanta. Imported butter sells 
better than home made. Western hay is 
preferred to Georgia hay. 

“Georgia is being impoverished by the 
urchase abroad of those thihgs that can 
e produced at home. ‘Cheaper to buy than 
to sell’ has bankrupted many a Georgia 
farmer. Then, why don't we produce them 
in Georgia? Because thirty years ago, on 
account of its higt price, farmers tried to 
produce all cotton and our coHeges tried 
to produce all lawyers. The all-cotton idea 
has bankrupted the farmer, and the all- 
lawyer is about to bankrupt the legal pro- 
fession. The two are on a parity, but I 
belleve the lawyer has the odds, for when 
he finds a victim there is complaint of 
under consumption. Many are raising all 
their home supplies. All should do it. The 
farmer who does not is not worthy of the 
name. But when every farmer shall have 
raised enough for home consumption, we 
will not have done all our duty until we 
fufnish our cities and towns 
visions. 

“I have said there is prejudice against 
home-made goods. It is true. Why? Our 
goods have not been the equal of the im- 
ported goods. Wty? The tauit is not in 
the climate, not in the soil, not in native 
intellect of our people. But the fault is 
in the lack of training. It was my pleas- 
ure a few days ago to hear Mr. Wing, of 
the experiment station, a former citizen 
of Ohio, speak of the advantages of Geor- 
gia over any northern or western state for 
milk and butter. When I asked him why 
we did not have more creameries in Geor- 
gia, he plainly and truthfully said because 
our people did not know how to run them. 
We would have more factories if we knew 
how to operate them. I refused to buy a 
Georgia wagon because the man who made 
it didn’t know how to do the work. We 
must import trained intellect and trained 
hands to operate our creameries and fac- 
tories. [t is as important to have factories 
to utilize our products as it its for the 
farmer to have a smokehouse. For a lack 
of industrial education Georgia is pmo 
today more than from the tariff, the gok 
standard or the overproduction of cotton. 
Why don’t we have it? Our people are no. 
alive to the importance and necessity of 
it. Our educators have not been alive to 
it; their efforts have been,in too narrow a 
channel. I quote from Mr. Wallace P. 
Reed, of The Constitution. He says It 
will be fortunate for us if our educators 
shall succeed before the next generation in 
convincing young Americans that work is 
respectable as well as necessary, and that 
the prizes of life will fall to the workers, 
and not to the shirkers, the idle, the dis- 
contented and the ambitious. 

“The boys are not hard to convince. 
They are willing to work when taught how 
and what to do. Many of them are today 
enlisted in the war for $15 a month and 
rations to face bullets and yellow fever 
because they had nothing better to do. 

“They have no technical training, no 
industrial education, no trad@. It’s to hold 
the plow, measure calico, practice law 
or medicine or teach sq@hool, and these 
places are already full; but the man who 
can run a tanyard, viacksmith shop, 
creamery or factory cannot ‘be obtained. 
We have . téchnological school in Atlan- 
ta and it should never have been placed 
there. but it is all we .an do on that line. 
I wi]l send my son there. 

“We have too many parents and chil- 
dren who haven't the nerve or common 
sense to train their children to work. A 
first-class plowhand ts better than a sec- 
ond-class professional man. I am glad 
our state school commissioner is talking 
up industrial education. Money spent on 
the state in this direction will be well 
spent. 

‘Intelligence, knowledge, is the great 
need of the farmer. Progress is now the 
watchword. Outside parties must contrib- 
ute to the Technological school in Atlanta. 
The people of Georgia are free and liberal 
and progressive people; shall her progress 
be retarded by a narrow and niggardly 
policy upon the part of those who assume 
to represent her? It is within the province 
of this saceiety to take advance grounds 
upon any questiom of public policy and to 
do much to hasten the full development 
of al! our resources. As an humble mem- 
ber of this organization and as a citizen 
of this great state. it will be my pleasure 
and pride under all and any circumstances 
to comtribute to any policy or movement 
that has for its object the advancement 
of any and every material interest of this 
state and that will redound to the perma- 
nent happiness and prosperity of the peo-

A General Invitation. 

Dr. W. B. Burroughs. of Glynn, moved 
to invite all the ladies and gentlemen 
of Butts county present to take part in 
the proceedings, and it was carried unan- 
imously.

Colonel Livingston’s “Address. 

When the afternoon session was calied to 
order Hon. L. F. Livingston addressed tie 
convention on “Aggressive and Remunera- 
tive Farming.’ The opening of his address 
was devoted to some historical! reminis- 
cences of the society, paying a tribute to 
the men who built up the society, many of 
whom had passed over the river. 

Colonel Livingston said he wouldn’t stick 
to his text. He then spoke of the society, 
saying that ail its presidents had to meet 
the charge of being a politician after office. 
The reason the presidents of the society 
had held high office was because they were 
natural leaders and the offices were thrust 
upon them. ' 

“As for myself,’’ said Colonel Livingston, 
“T am frank enough to say that when an 
office is thrust upon me I do not refuse it. 
(Laughter.) And no man with a heart and 
a head on his shoulders would refuse the 
honor.” 

Ye said..the Georgia State Agricultural 
Society deserved the credit for making the 
present stock law &nd creating the office 
of secretary of agriculture in the presi- 
dent’s cabinet. . 

The colon#i then closed with a eulogy on 
the Georgia farmer and showed that he 
needed more education on the subject uf 
scientific farming. 5 

Ex-Governor Northen made a statement 
about the Omaha exposition and what 
Georgia is doing there. He said our state 
was making a name for herself. He spoke 
of an intended excursion which he hopes 
all would go on if possible. 


An Iniportant Resolution. 


Colonel J. O. Waddell introduced a resotu- 
tion for the appointment of a committee of 
eleven, one from each congressional dis- 
trict, to promulgate and disseminate such 
a paper as wiil fully set forth Georgia's 
advantages as an agficultural and manu- 
facturing state, and that the railroads be 
ashyd to co-operate.

mast entirely neglected. He was not there 
to air any grievance he had because he Was 
not in the agricultura) chair at the State 
university. Mr. Hunnicutt then proceeded 
to “show up,” as he said, some things 
about the agrictitura] department of that 
college. 

“I left my chair in the university be- 
cause I refused to say that agriculture 
taught. I answered truth- 
fully. I say that there are fourteen pro- 
fessors in the university to teach all the 
languages and sciences. but not one word 
about agriculture. You pay to give the 
boys there a classical education. Now 
and then a boy may study agricu!ture, 
but the pressure is too great for him to 
last at it lcng. I say to you, we must have 
Industrial education. In a pamphlet the 
trustees of the state university say that 
GQgriculture cannot be taught practically 
énd that the'bachelor of A, and M. is not 
desirable for a boy to take. With such a 
policy, what. do you think can be done. - If 
we want the boys to receive an industrial 
education, it must be the biggest thine 
there. If we want reform in this matter, 
what must Le dcre? This society has a 
right to look into this matter and to de- 
mand that that school be run in your in- 
terests and be in fact an agricultural 
school. In other states where the indus- 
trial has been separated from the other 
colleges, the experiment has proved a suc- 
cess. YOu should memorialize the legis-

Colonel Redding’s Address. 

Tonight at 8 oclock -a special meeting 
was held for the purpose of hearing Colo- 
nel R. J, Redding on “Corn, Hay or Shred- 
ded Cornstalks.”’ 

The address was an able one and was 
listened to attentively by the large audi- 
ence. Colonel Redding fully dealt with 
his subject in an exhaustive manner. 

Colonel Redding said: 

Mr. President and. Gentlemen ‘of the 
State Agricuitural Socieity—lt is in pur- 
suance of your request, Mr. President, 
that I take for the subject of my discus- 
sion “‘Corn Hay, or Shredded Cornstaiks.” 
Perhaps the topic migiat be more appro- 
priateiy named ‘“‘How to Harvest the 
Corn Crop,’ because it involves an entire 
change in the methods that thave hereto- 
fore prevailed jn the south in performing 
this impprtant operation. your speaker 
‘has long been of the opinion that the har- 
vesting of any crop is the most imporiant 
detail of its culture and one in which, 
from a farmer's boy, he most delighted to 
engage. 

When we consider the magnitude of the 
corn crop of the United States there will 
be no disposition to quarrel with our farm- 
er friends of the northwest who have of 
late years stolen from the south the roy- 
al titie, which we had so long applied to 
eotton, and who now bow before his ma- 
jesty, King Corn. If cme scepter has real- 
ly ‘‘departed from Judah;” if a new dynas- 
ty is to be established on the throne of 
agricultural empire in this country, we of 
the south ought not to seriously object if 
the kingly honor and authority be con- 
ferred on a plant that is ‘‘to the manner 
born’—our own loved Indian corn. If I 
should be consulted in the matter of form- 
ing the cabinet of this new monarch, I 
would at once ages that the Hon. Mr. 
Oat be appointed rirst prime. minister. 
Corn is as much a southern product as it 
is a northern or western, one aithough 
not so largely cultivated. But we will not 
fall out about such things. Suffice it to 
say that next to cotton the corn crop is 
by far the most important and valuable 
of our agricultural products. 


The Components of a Corn Crop. 


A carefu] test was made it the expert- 
ment station to find out the relative pro- 
portions between the amounts of the dif- 
ferent parts of the corn plant. For con- 
venience the entire plant above the ground 

be divided into eight parts, viz: 1. 

. or that part of the stalk below the 

. 2. Top, or stalk above the ear. 3. 

Blades below the ear. 4. Blades above the 

ear. 5. Shucks, including shanks. 6. Tas- 
sels. 7. Cobs. 8&8. Grain. 

A number of average stalks were cut 
from a field of five acres that yielded 
forty bushels of shelled corn per acre. 
These were carefully divided into the 
above named eight parts and, after thor- 
ougaly drying, were separately and care- 
fully weighed. The following table gives 
the results calculated to a yield of forty 
bushels of shelled corn per acre:

Judge Longley Chairman. 


Mr. B. F. McLaughlin, of Meriwether, 
nominated Judge F. M. Longley, of Troup, 
for permanent chairman. Judge Longley 
nominated Mr. T. A. Atkinson. ‘Mr. Atkin- 
son persuaded Judge Longley to withdraw 
the nomination, saying, laughingly, that 
he and Judge Longley had agreed not to 
run against each other. 

In his nominating speech Mr. McLaughlin 
referred to Judge Longley as a 16 to 1 ad- 
vocate. This provoked a rather unique dis- 
cussion. Among the delegates was Captain 
Neal, a prominent citizen of Harris county, 
who was rather disappointed over the out- 
look during the early morning. He said 
that he usually had fun at the fourth dis- 
trict conventions, but it looked as if the 
present affair would be deapairingly dul! 
and unhappily harmonious: Captain Neal 
wanted to know whether Judge Longley, 
“a 16 to 1 man,’ was nominated in that ca- 
pacity: whether that phrase would be’ 
Tacked on to the nomination. He gaid, 
frankly, that he wanted to “‘see some en- 
tanglement here,”” but he did no think 
that the silver question should be brought 
in. He hated, however. that the contest 
would not be upon a 16 to 1 issue, with 
Judge Longley nominated for the chair on 
that v'atform: if so, it was all over with 
his friend, Atkinson. It was stiggested that 
Mr. Atkinson was a 16 to 1 man also. Mr. 
Atkinson’s name being withdrawn, Judge 
Longley took the chair. Mr. Neal’s 16 t*1 
suggestions were for the sake of fun only. 


The Chicago Platform. 


In taking the chair, and with it the 
chairmanship of the party in the district 
for the next two years, Judge Longley 
made a graceful and appropriate talk. He 
thanked the convention sincerely for its 
manifestation of confidence in him. He 
had been a democrat all his life~came 
from democratic stock. He Wwved the 
principles of Jefferson and of Jackson. 
‘the convention which was now assembied 
was a convention which stood flat-footed 
on the Ohicago platform, he said. 

Mr. G. Gunby Jordam nomindied the three 
temporary secretaries tor permanent secre- 
taries. Captain Neal made a humorous 
talk in which he objected to having three 
secretaries, but was .eminded that whe 
nomination had already passed the house. 
Captain Neal said that he had never heard 
of as many as three secretaries. He 
thought that with three. neither of the 
secretaries would do their duty. He ac- 
knowledged that Chairman Longley could 
not write much, but said that maybe he 
had a stenographer. Mr. O. G. Cox was 
nominated for secretary, but this nomina- 
tion was withdrawn when it was learned 
that the first motion had passed. 

Mr. McLaughlin moved that a resolu- 
tion committee be appointed, to which all 
resolutions should be referred without dis- 
cussion.

The Afternoon Session. i 


When the convention reassembled in the 
afternoon the resolutions regarding the 
Chicago plafform were read. To create a 
diversion, Mr. Neal interposed some humo- 
rous objections, which set the convention 
in an uproar, but this was, as was sug- 
gested by others, for the purpose of rais- 
ing a row. When the resolutions were 
passed Mr. Neal was among the most dem- 
onstrative who voted for them. 

A Soldier Shake-Up. 

In his remarks, Mr. Neal asked the 
committee what they were indorsing Wil- 
liam J. Bryan for, anyhow. He didn't 
know that William J. Bryan ‘was running 
for anything. He was a soldier now; did 
they mean to indorse him as a@ soldier? 

Among the delegates from Carroll was 
Mr, Talbot Smith, who is now a non-com- 
missioned officer in the volunteer y. 
When this reference to Bryan as a sol@er 
was mace he arose and stated that it was 
not at all to the discredit of the Nebraska 
man that he was in the service of his 
country. Mr. Neal explained as once. He 
said that the convention ought not to get 
tired of heartgag him talk.

Mozley Makes a Plea. 

“I have had printed the facts tn this is- 
sue,” said Colonel Mozley, addressing the 
Chair and at the same time distributing a 
Pamphlet to each committeeman. “Here 
are al] eer facts, gentlemen, and IF ask that 

> you read it.’’ 

-The printed matter was issued over the 
oes of Coronel Mozley and is as 
ollows: 

“To the State Executive Committee—Colo- 
mel Nesbitt and I thaving supmitted our 
contentions with reference to who is the 
rightful nominee of the democrat.c party 
for senator from the thirty-fifth sena- 
torial district, | therefore submit the fol- 
lowing facts for your consideration: 

“On the first Tuesday in April the execu- 
tive committee of Cobb county called a 
primary for June 6th, for the purpose of 
nominating statehouse officers, members 
of the leg’slature from Cobb county and 
senator for the thirty-fifth district. It be- 
ing Cobb’s time to furnish the senator, 
under the rotation system, then in vogue 
in this district, I announced my name as 
a candidate, and on June 6th received the 
Unanimous vote of the county. 

“On June 7th the executive committee 
met for the purpose of consolidating the 
vote polled on June 6th and to take action 
with reference to the selection of delegates 
to the senatorial convention. 

“I had started to the committee room 
to request that the committee pass a res- 
Olution allowing me to select the delegates 
to the convention. On reaching the court- 
house I was approached by Messrs. N. A.

“This contract was signed by all of the 
Jelegates except Mr. Dowbds, who stated 
when it was presented for his signature, 
that he had already agreed to the terms 
of the contract and would carry them out, 
but would not sign the agreement. 

“TI went before the committee and asked 
that these delegates be elected. The exec- 
tive committee elected them and instructed 
them to adopt the unit rule, and to vote 
‘or me firet, last and all the time. -« 

“Tf I had known that Colone] Nesbitt 
was, or would be, a candidate for senator 
{ certainly would not have agreed that 
Mr. Dobbs be elected a delegate—he being 
yne of Mr.’ Nesbitt’s employees—nor wou'd 
[ have agreed that his son-in-law, Mr. T.

What Colonel Mozley Said. 

Holding the pamphlet in h’s har. from 
which he refreshed his memory at intervals, 
Colonel ‘Mozley declared that the contract 
which his delegates had signed had been 
violated and that he was the choice of 
Cobb county by a unanimous vote. 

“In the primary," sai@ he, “I got 1,499 
votes out of about 1,500. I am a lawyer and 
in a practice extending over many years. 
in which I have made yigorous fights in 
the courts, I have made some enemies, and 
the few tickets that were seratched were 
scratched by these enemies. I am the 
choice of Cobb county by a magnificent vote 
and I should be declared the nominee of the 
th'rty-fifth senatorial district convention.” 

Colonel Mozley scid that he nnd served 
the party zealously in the past and was 
ready to fight for democratic victory again. 

“I want somebody to decide who is the 
regular nominee for senator. If this com- 
mittee says Colone] Nesbitt is, that is suf- 
ficient and I will go to work to see that he 
is elected; if, on the other hand, it says 
that I am, then I want yoa all to Zo to 
work to help me. I leave it all with the 
committee and will be perfectly satisfied 
to abide by the result of its decision.

Glover’s Red Hot Reply.

“T admit that Colonel Nesbitt is my futh- 
er-in-law and I am glad of it, and he is 
one of the best men in the state. but as 
God is my witness, I voted against h‘m and 
in favor of Moziey 100 times, and would 
have been voting against Colonel Nesb’tt 
and for Colonel Moziey today if I thought 
Mozley would have been nominated. Those 
were my instructions and I did my duty and 
I repudiate with all my strength the charge 
that I deserted Mozley for my father-in- 
law when there was a possibility of Moz- 
ley winning.

Mr, Glover referred to the famous miass 
meeting in Cobb county at which the Moz- 
ley resolution was passed.

Only twenty- 
four of that 150 voted for it. I ran in and 
called a halt and asked that the chairman, 
a personal] and intimate friend to Mozley.

Mr. Glover's speech was red-hot, at times 
teeming with irony and sarcasm.

for tWelve years as the unbroken custom 
of the venccrats of this district, and was 
confirmed by the action of the recent 
nowpinating ec x vention, 

“That convention, Mr, Chairman, duly 
called and organized, proceeded to ballot 
for over 3,800 times before a selection of a 
candidate from Cobb eounty couid be 
made, and resulted finally in the nomilii- 
tion of Mr. Nesbitt, of Cobb county, by a 
vote of % to 4, ha‘f of Cobb's delegation 
voting for Mr. Nesbitt. From this action 
of the convention there has been no pro- 
tesc cntered or appeal filed, either in ‘he 
convention or before the district execu- 
tive committee, which is open for business 
a: tie cld stand. And so, Mr, Chairm.a9., 
with all due deference to the state «Xxec- 
utive committee and recognizing the f:ct 
that the candidates themselves have 
agreed to this arbitrament, I gay that 
your committee has no jurisdiction ¢o dis- 
turb the action of that convention and no 
right to do aught but confirm the nomina- 
tion it has made. Our people have spoken 
through thefr regularly organized conven- 
tion and have presented as our gtandard 
bearer a citizen of Cobb county, upon 
whom all good democrats can unite. They 
propose to stand by their action to the 
end.”’ 

At this point 
eOunty, asked Mr, 
had been urged 
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Mr. Munroe, of Marion 
Howell what objections 
against Mr. Mozley by 
the people cf Fulton. Mr, Howell hesi- 
tated to answer’ the question and Mr. 
Griffin, from Cobb, Mr. Mozley’s law part- 
ner and a committeeman by proxy, re- 
peated Mr, Munroe’g question. 

“IT would have preferred,’ said Mr. How- 
ell, “that the committee should consider 
this matter without going behind the re- 
turns of the convention and without con- 
sidering matters that I consider entirely 
irreievant to the issue before it, but it is 
my desire to be entirely frank witn the 
committee, in justice to Mr, Mozley, and 
to the delegation representing Fulton coun- 
ty in the nominating convention. My re- 
lations with Mr, Mozley have for years 
been of the pleasantest nature. I have 
practiced law with him at his home and 
have met him pleasant at our oar. With 
Mr. Nesbitt I was hardly acquainted, 
never having conversed with him prior 
to his nomination and not having seen 
him or communicated with him - since. 
I, as a member of the committee appoint- 
ed for the purpose, advised him of his 
nomination. 

“A large number of good citizens of 
Fulton county, however, called upon me 
at various times before the nomination 
and urged that Mr. Mozley was not the 
proper man to represent the district of 
which Fulton county formed so large a 
part. They stated that Mr. Mozley, while 
a member of the lower house, had antago- 
nized the interests of Fulton county, cit- 
ing particularly his opposition for the 
Technological school, which bill was tn- 
tend to encourage intelligent labor. An. 
Other charge which I repeat merely - be- 
cause it was urged against him by good 
citizens of this county and not because 
I personally believe it indicated any turpi- 
tude on Mr. Mozley’s record as chairman 
of the legislative judicial! investigating 
committee. It was shown to me that 
while a member or that committee Mr. 
Mozley called upon a citizen who was 
summoned to testify in the investigation 
and strongly urged the witness to have 
nothing to do with the case but to let it 
drop. 

“As I say, Mr. Chairman, these reports 
did not affect my opinion of the personal 
character of Mr. Mozley, whom I regard 
4S a good and honest man. They did, 
however, affect my judgment as to his 
availability as a.democratic candidate. 

“These matters, Mr. Chairman, I have 
until now kept to myself, feeling that the 
Fulton delegation had no reason to ex press 
the motives that actuated them in their 
course and no cause to justify the selec- 
tion of the candidate they presented, but 
they have been asked for by gentlemen of 
the committee and I have endeavored to 
present them frankly and fairly.” 


Mozley Makes His Reply. 


If the statements madeby the others had 
been spicy, the reply of Colonel Mozley to 
the charges that had been brought against 
him were especially hot. 

Time and again he said that his delega- 
tion had deserted him. 

“I could not have been greatly surprised, 
thougth,” he said, “‘since Glover is the son- 
in-law of Colonel Nesbitt, and the other 
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holding an appointment under Colonel 


Nesbitt.’ 

He referred at length to the charge 
brought about by his legislative conduct 
in which he had advised a witness in the 
Glenn-Gober-Maddox investigation to ad- 
vise his son not to testify or go further into 
the matter, and that Glenn had the matter 
published in a sensational way. 

‘The next morning I made a full state- 
ment to the legislature and resigned, s’nce 
I was also from Judge Gober’s county.” 

He said Mr. Albert Howell had always 
been his friend, and that long befordé the 
meeting of the senatorial convention that 
Mr. Howell had introduced him as ‘“‘Sena- 
tor Mozley,"’ and had on all occasions re- 
ferred to him as a friend. 

“I came down to Atlanta to see how 
things were going,’ said ‘Mozley, “and I 
found one member of the Fulton committee 
that would vote for me. I was afterwards 
told that Mr. Albert Howell went to see 
him and told him if he voted for me he 
would have to resign. Is that right, Mr. 
Howell?’ 

“That is not right,” answered Mr, Albert 
Howell. 

“We'll, then T will stop right there,”’ said 
Mr. Mozley. “That is what the member 
told me, and I noticed that he did not at- 
tend the session of the convention.” 

Colonel Mozley stated that he had never 
fought Fulton county, and had always 
voted for every measure he thought was 
fair and equitable and just. 

“I voted against the bill of the Techno- 
logical school,” he said, ‘‘not because I 
wanted to fight Atlanta. and Fulton county, 
but because the appropriations were higher 
that year than ever before, and would have 
raised the tax rate from 40 to 60 cents.” 

“Didn't you slide out of the house and 
stay in the hall to avoid a vote on that 
bill?’’ asked Mr. Glover. 

“No, sir; no I didn’t,” 
Mozley, hotly. 


What Colonel Nesbitt Said. 

Chairman duBignon asked if each side had 
finished. 

“I notice Colonel Nesbift.{s in the hall,” 
said Mr. Clark Howel!. “Perhaps he would 
wish to say something.” 

“All that I have to say,"’ Colonel Nesbitt 
replied, “is that I did not seek the nomina- 
tion, and it was for several days that I 
took the ‘nomination under advisement 
before accepting. This was after I was 
notified that I had been nominated. 

“I am perfectly willing to leave the en- 
tire matter with this committee, and I will 
abide by the decision it may reach.” 

Hon. Horace Holden, of the tenth dis- 
trict, said he did not think the executive 
committee should decide the question, but 
it was the prevailing idea of the majority 
that the committee should very properly 
take a hand and voice its decision. 

On motion of Hon. Ed Brown, the com- 
mittee went into executive session, and all 
who were not members of the committee 
withdrew. The executive session lasted one 
hour and a half.

FOR THEIR MONEY 


Tax Committees Recommends That Mon- 
ey Paid in Advance Be Returned. 


NINETEEN PETITIONS HEARD 


Money Was Paid When Ordinance Re- 
quired Yearly Payment in Advance. 


WAS LATER MADE PAYABLE QUARTERLY 


May fe a Fight To Prevent City from 
Collecting a Tax on Atlanta and 
West Point Debentures.

Te tax committee of the city council 


held a meeting yesterday’ afternoon. 

Very little business except that of a 
routine nature came before the commit- 
tee, and it was In session only an Hour. 

Petitions from nineteen coal dealers who 
paid their tax of $25 in advance, asking 
that the money with the exception of the 
first quarter be returned, were presented 
to the committee’ and acted on favorably. 
The petitions with the recommendation 
that the money be refunded will go to 
council Monday, and if acted on favorably 
by that body the dealers will be notified 
and the money returned. 

It will be remembered that the tax 
ordinance covering coal dealers Was 89 
change@ recently as to require all dealers 
to pay the tax of $25 per year in advance. 
This had the effect to make it necessary 
for a large number of small dealers to €0 
out of business and a fight was made be- 
fore council to allow them to pay the tax 
quarterly, as had been done previously. 

While the fight was going on before 
council a number of dealers paid the tax 
for the year. Council, by @ resolution, 
changed the manner of paying the tax from 
yearly to quarterly and now those who 
have paid the year’s tax are anxious to 
have their money refunded. 

The tax committee reported the petitions 
favorably for the payment of one-half of 
the amount paid to the city. The reason 
for this is that by the time the matter 


has gone through the proper channels it 
will be time to pay the second quarter. If 


the petitions go through council and pass [ 


the aldermanic board the coal dealers will 
receive $12.50, which is half of the amount 
they have paid to the city. 

The question of making the coal dealers 
of the city pay the tax of $25 yearly in 
advance was one that was discussed to 
a considerable extent. The resolution was 


| passed by council and afterwards revoked. 


The payment of the tax yearly in ad- 
vance, while it did not hurt the large 
dealers, had the effect to injure the smaller 
establishments. Many of these were con- 
ducted ‘for the winter months and they 
could not afford to pay the tax for_a 
whole year. Their profits were small and 
their capital extremely limited. 

It seems probable that a fight will be 


made on the piyment of the city tax on/ 


Atlanta and West Point railroad deber= 
tures. It will be remembered that some 
time ago the notice was sent to holders 
of these debentures who are residents of 
the city that the city would collect the 


‘tax on the debentures. 


Mr. W. H. Patterson was before the tax 
committee yesterday afterncon to have the 
matter taken up. He stated that he did 
not believe the securities should be taxed 
and desired to obtain the views of the 
committee. The fuil committee was not 
was decided to |postpone 
the matter until the next meeting. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday, Mr. 
Patterson said he did not know whether 
or not he would make a fight to prevent 
the collection of the tax on the debentures. 
He does not believe they are taxable and 
wants the committee to discuss the mat- 
ter.

yield this year seems to have opened thelr 
eyes to the fact that canning factories will 
make, the crops doubly valuable. 

Colonel J. B. James, the great fruit man 
of Fort Valley, a man who has superintend- 
ed the planting of nearly one million 


peach trees In the state, was besieged with 
questions about this year’s crop, and he 


gave some interesting figures, always add- 
; Ing: «o 


“Now let us have canning factories to 
take up the surplus, and there will sure to 
be ‘millions in it.’ ” 

To your correspondent, 
said: 

“The great key to the fruit situation in 
the state is the proper distribution and the 
avoidance of glutting the market by im- 
proper shipments; that is, rushing the fruit 
out before it is ripe. We should ship the

finest fruit and use the cullings for canning. 
Before getting on the canning question, 
let me say that our growers must be care- 
ful about the selection of nursery stock, 
about the variety chosen and about infect- 
ed stock. Every grower should have the 
state entomologist to inspect his trees be- 
fore he plants them, 

“There will be a large increase in plant- 
ing in the next year, but it will be done 
by private parties and not so much by cor- 
porations as hitherto. Do you know that 
Georgia is now the biggest peach-growing 
state in the union? Small orchards are 
now the thing. 

“This year, when the tremendous yield 
appeared shippers put the fruit on the mar- 
ket in fear and trembling. One of our 
.fruit growers solq his crop of fourteen cars 
for $1,000 on the trees: It was worth five 
times that. Now, while prices were not so 
large, we all made more money, for the 
fruit was perfect, and sold easily. This 
year's crop of peaches was the most per- 
fect ever seen in this section, and it was 
due to a dry winter and a dry summef. 
When the curculio did its stinging it only 
caused a few blooms to drop off and the 
fruit was left uninjured. 

“Now. about this canning, it Is my opin- 
ion that it should be an industry carried on 
by persons who are not fruit growers. It 
will be better for both industries to have 
them controlled by different parties. We 
have a cannery at Fort Valiey, which is 
paying handsomely, and it gives an impetus 
to the fruit-growing. 

“Do you know that there were shipped 
from Georgia this year 2,400 car loads of 
peaches? The highest number of car loads 
ever shipped from Georgia before in one 
year was 900 car loads in 1895. And yet 
there are many car loads that were wasted 
because there was no way, iike 
canning, to preserve them. With such in- 
dustries even the old seedling peach trees 
would become valuable.” 

Major Glessner Adds a Word. 

Major W. L. the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad, who is an 
ex-officio member of the agricultural! as- 
sociation, had a word or two to add about 
the canning industry in the state. He 
said: 

“Along our road we have established six 
canning factories and before the year is 
out we will have six mofe. That shows 
what we think of the necessity of having 
factories to san our fruit. But I go farther 
than that and say that these factories 
should can vegetables, peas and tomatoes 
as well as peaches, for should the peach 
crop be short our factories would not be 
idle. Our Tifton factory now has an output 
of 5,000 cans a day and can double that ca- 
pacity. The factory makes al) its own 
cans during the winter months c'gl this 
keeps the hands busy the year rvund, It 
ls a valuable and paying industry and one 
of the needs of Georgia. I am in communi- 
cation with northern and western capital- 
lsts and expect to bring here an estabiish- 
men to can tomatoes and another to put 
up peas. J use this argument: that the 
season here is longer and better. Along 
wita this come factories to preserve the 
fruit. There is plenty of fruit which geis 
too soft to can and this can be made into 
the most excellent preserves. There is 
nothing that should more interest the peo- 
ple of Georgia just now than the establish- 
ment of canning factories. It means greater 
prosperity and more money.” 

A Voice from Bartow. 

‘We have planted this year in Bartow 
county,” said Colonel] Tom Lyon, ‘‘over 
200,000 fruit trees and will plant more.” 

And it foilows as the night the day that 
factories for the canning of a portion of 
the increased yield in the state must come. 
Just to think of it, fruit raised about Dal- 
ton is shipped north and west and then 
Shipped back there in cans. Who pays ail 
the freight charges? The people around 
Dalton, and when we have canneries then 
we will have more prosperity. don't 
think the question admits of any argument. 
That it will pay is proven by the fact that

The other regiments to join the Seven- 
teenth have not been selected, but it is 
probable that the recruits for the Twenty- 
fourth and Twenty-fifth infantry, which 
make up at present a large part of the 
garrison at Fort McPherson, will be sent 
to Pearl Springs, 

Captain Rodgers has been placed in 
command of the new camp and he will 
remain in charge unti] the regiments rep- 
resented there return to this country, 
when the raw recruits will be placed in 
the ranks of the companies they are 
designed to enter. y 
The number of ‘soldiers at Pearl Springs 
will not be allowed to go over 2,000, and it 
is likely only about Aalf of that number 
will be quartered there at present. The 
regiments that go to make up the garrison 
are still recruiting and when they arrive 
the camp will be continually increased by 
the recruits who will come in daily. None 
of the men will report at Fort McPherson, 
but will go straight on to the camp where 
their regiments are quartered, 

The number of recruits at Pearl Springs 
will be restricted on account of sanitary 
reasons and the fear that where a large 
bedy cf men are brought together the wa- 
ter supply will become contaminated ana 
fever break out in the camp. 

At. Camp Hobson, near Lithia Springs, 
the number of soldiers encamped there 
has already reached 1,800, and by the time 
the last of the recruits for the regiments 
stationed there arrive more than 2,000 men 
will be in the camp. 
Orders have been issued to send no 
McPherson, as it is feared that the water 
supply will not be sufficient for the needs 
of an enlarged camp. 

Extra Precautions Are Being Taken. 
Extra sanitary precautions to guard 
against infection among the troops at the 
post have been ordered by Major Bubb, 
the commanding officer, and the grounds 
will be cleaned and carefully tended to 
every day to prevent the possible spread 
of fever. 

The post has been divided into seven 
sections and each section has been placed 
under a junior officer, who will be held 
responsible for its condition. An inspec- 
tion of each of the sections wil be held 
twice a day to see that the men detailed 
to keep them clean are doing their duty. 
The Officers conducting the sanitary 
work are Major Bubb’s assistants, and 
the inspections every day will be held by, 
the commander of the post. Every scrap 
of paper and plece of refuse will be care- 
fully removed ang the fort will begin to 
put on a new appearance after the work 
of cleaning has been going on for some 
days.

Yesterday morning, Charles Morrison, 
private, company D, Second New York 
volunteers, and Benjamin Bourne, private, 
company A, Third Ohio volunteers, both 
passed. Several of the men were desper- 
ately ill with fever when they arrived at 
the post and some of them may not live 
Mure than a day or two longer. Every- 
thing possible is being done for the fever 
patients by the physicians and nurses at 
the barracks and it is astonishing how 
few of the men have died whose cases 
have been deciared hopeless by the phy- 
sicians. 

The only officer who arrived on the hos- 
pital train from Fernandina, Fla., was 
Second Lieutenant Frank J, Cook, of the 
Thirty-second Michigan volunteers. Lieu- 
tenant Cook has a bad attack of typhoid 
fever and was carried to the post hospital 
upon his arrival, where all the sick officers 
are being treated. He was better yester- 
day and will probab'y recover. 

Number of Patients in Hospit4. 

At present there are 618 soldiers in the 
four principal hospitals and the post hos- 
pital, which is devoted to the officers. The 
number is constantly changing almost 
every day, as the convalescents are 
thought well enough to leave and are given 
furloughs «and transportation to their 
‘homes. From ten to thirty leave in this 
manner every day, and it is difficult for 
the officers to keep up with the actual 
number of men under their charge. Of 
the 618 patients in the hospital, a littie 
over 400 of them are down with typhoid 
fever, and about 100 who are gradually re- 
covering from gunshot wounds. 

Of the fever patients who are now un- 
der the care of surgeons and those who 
have been dismissed on furloughs, Tampa, 
Fia., has sent over half, the remainder 
coming from CHickamauga and -Fernandi- 
na, Fila, 

Only one train from each of the ¢atter 
places have arrived at Fort McPherson. 
while tHree or four dull trains have come 
from Tampa.

The food value per acre of the different 
parts of the corn plant may thus be com- 
pared with each other. The food vaiue of 
the butts is expressed by the number 917 
(917,000), and that of the grain by 3,280. 
This meane that the food value of the butts 
from one acre is to the food value of the 
grain from One acre as 917 is to 3,280. In 
other words, the food value of the grain 
is about three and a half times greater 
thafi that of the butts. By this means the 
food value of any one or more.of the several 
parts of the corn plant may be compared 
with those of other parts. In this way it 
wiil be seen that the aggregate value of 
the grain and cobs may ?e represented by 
3.280, 480, 3,760, while the «otal value of the 
remainder of the plant will be represented 
by the number 1,867. {n other words, the 
food value of the eats is about twice that 
of all the other parts combined. 

In the above estimates of the food value 
of the several food constituents, crude fiber 
has been omitted, although known to pos- 
sees considerable vaiue. 

On the basis of valuation of 3 cents per 
bushel for shelled corn the value of the 
different parts of the corn plant pro- 
duced by one acre yielding forty bushels 
of corn would be apnroximately as in the 
following table, No. FS ;

The above proportions would vary, 
course, according to the season. They 
are the result of careful weigh :ngs and es- 
timates of plants taken from a _ field in 
which the crop was what might be called 
a full crop, or ‘‘as good as the land would 
make.” the seasons having been practical- 
ly perfect. ; 

Application to a Georgia Corn Crop. 

“sogd corn crop’ in Georgia means 
sheen “thirty-six million bushels of shelled 
corn. Let us apply the above figures to the 
entire crop and see what the farmers usu- 
ally leave in wae field. T'airty-five million 
bushels of shelled curn at thirty-six bush- 
els to the ton is about one million tons, 
which is 38.77 per cent of the tctal weight 
of the corn crop above the ground, ‘ne 
total weight therefore would be two mil- 
licn five hundred and eighty thousand 
tons. The butts and tops, or entire length 
of the stalks, less the tassels, constitute, as 
we nave seen in.tab.e 4, 29.28 per cent 
of the whole, which would give as the to- 
tal weight of the corn stalks of a full 
Georgia crop of corn seven hundred and 
fifty thousand tons. Think of the enor- 
mous amount represented by these fig- 
ures. It would load, at thirty tons to the 
ear, 25,000 cars, whicn wceuld make up 

2 trains of twenty cars each, It would 
give every milch cow in Georgia more 
than two tons each. 

But suppose we descend 
small, from the who.e of Georgia 
one-horse @&rmer. Say he plants ten 
acres of corn and gathers 150 bushels. If 
he leaves his stalks in the field, as is cus- 
tomary, he loses about 6,300 pounds of 
cornstalks, or enough to give his horse 
and thrée cows each 1,300 pounds, or three- 
fourths of a ton of cornstalk thay. Sup- 
pose this be valued at $19 per ton, it will 
be worth enough to pay for two tons of 
guano at $15.50 per ton, which is as much 
as his guamo should cost him. 

The entire 750,000 tons would, at $10 per 
ton, pay for all the guano consumed by 
Georgia farmers. 

Practical Value as Cattle and Horse 


Food. 


Careful tests at the Georgia station and 

elsewhere, as well as in the stables of a 
large number of practical farmers 
throughout the country. show beyond 
doubt that well shredded cornstalks, or 
cornstalk thay, is a palatable and nutri- 
tious food. Not so good as clover or pea- 
vine hay, not so good as crabgrass hay, 
but better, in my judgment, than most 
of the western hay that is sold in the 
south. It is clean, free from weeds and 
briers. and their seeds and is reliahed by 
horses, mules and cattle. With a fair al- 
lowance of concentrated food, eattle do 
exceedingly well on corn thay. It is not 
particularly well suited for horses on ac- 
count of its great bulkiness—the 
having a much smaller stomach 
cow.

How To Save the Corn Crop. 


The corn stalks should be cut down just 
above the ground when -the grains have 
well glazed and dented, or when tne shucks 
commence to turn brown and the ears drop 
downward. It may be better to say tnat 
the proper time to cut is about a week or 
ten days later than the period at whicia 
farmers usually ‘pull foduer,’’ in the old 
way. It is better to be a little late than 
a little early about doing the work. Cut at 
the time indicated, the entire corn stalk 
including all its parts, contains more dry 
food matter than at any previous period of 
growth. ; 

A common weeding hoe is a good enough 
tool. Cut down and shock up the same 
day, putting 150 to 200 stalks in each shock. 
Make a “shocker’’ as follows: Take a 
piece of scantling 3x4 inches and 12 to 14 
feet in length. Fut two legs, eadh 4 to 5 
feet long, in one end, like the legs of a 
saw horse. Bore a’ i%-inch hole through 
the scantling about 3 feet back from the 
legs, and insert a loose pin 4 or 5 feet long 
in this hole. The shocker is set on its 
feet, the pin inserted, and the cut corn 
stalks are laid in armfuls in the four cor- 
ners thus formed, and the man who stands 
on the shocker can thus easily reach the 
top of the shock, in order to securely tie 
it. Have a piece of short plow line, 8 feet 
long, with a ring tied in one end. Throw 
this around the shock, using the ring fora 
noose, and draw quite tight. Then tie with 
common twine, or, better tarred binding 
twine. Common baling twine will answer. 
See that the top of the shock is sharp and 
close. Leave the bottom of the shock open, 
so that the air can penetrate freely. Care- 
fully put up as directed, the shocks -will 
turn rain as well as a “fodder stack,’and 
preserve’ all of the interior dry and bright. 

When the corn and stalks are thoroughly 
dry, which may be in 5 to 8 weeks, accord- 
ing to the weather, the ears may be “slip- 
shucked"’ from the sGocks in the fleld, and 
carried to the crib. The stalks (now called 
‘‘stover’’) should at once be hauled to the 
shredding machine, and put through as 
rapidly as possible. It is important that 
the stalks be thoroughly dry, otherwise the 
shredded stuff will mold and spotl. It is 
quite feasible to slipshuck, or shuck clear, 
the ears, when dry enough to keep, and 
then stack the uncut stalks in large-stacks, 
until convenient to use shredder. Or the 
entire stalk may be carried direct to the 
shredder, the latter being provided with a 
pair of “‘snapping’’ rolls, which will snap 
off the ears just before they reach the 
knives. 

If desired, the farmer may advantageous- 
ly cut and shred the bare corn stalks even 
after the blades and corn have been gath- 
ered in the usual way: for the standing 
stalks will remain in good condition until 
late in the winter. 


Shredders. 


I am not here to advertise any particular 
make of shredders, of which there are per- 
haps a dozen.

Thege shredders are made 
Without. snapping rolls; and you 
need not buy.a carrier if you do not want 
one. We have no carrier because where 
Our machine is located it would not be 
convenient to use one. It is important 
that the Shredder knives should have full 
and well sustained speed, not less than 
1,00 revolutions to the minute, or about 
four times the speed of a @tton gin 
cylirder. If the speed is much less than 
this there wil) be hard pieces of the butts 
of the stalks that will not be shredded, 
and these wil] be refused by cattle.
